Restriction to one of the following inventions is required 
under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1 to 38 and 71 to 181, drawn to a method of 
synthesis of a chemical compound of formula 

A-B-C, classified in classes 534, 536, 540, 544, 546, 
548, 549, 558, 560, 562 and 564, various subclasses. 

II. Claims 30 to 69, drawn to a method of synthesis of a 
chemical compound of formula (A-B-C) X -P-E y , classified 
in classes 534, 536, 540, 544, 546, 548, 549, 558, 
560, 562 and 564, various subclasses. 

III. Claim 70, drawn to a method of synthesis of a chemical 
compound of formula (A-B-C) X -P, classified in classes 
534, 536, 540, 544, 546, 548, 549, 558, 560, 562 and 
564, various subclasses. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the 
following reasons : 

The methods of Groups I, II and III prepare different 
compounds that contain moieties A, B and C and optionally P 
(polymer) and/or E (enzyme) . 
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Because these inventions are independent or distinct for 
the reasons given above and there would be a serious burden on 
the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to 
their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.

The species are independent or distinct because the species 
are structurally different and comprise different A, B, C, P and 
E moieties. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a 
single disclosed species, even though this requirement is 
traversed. Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement 
must include an identification of the species that is elected 
consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An
